What is the Hierarchy Rule? 








Applies to the 8 offenses that make up the Crime Index for Uniform Crime Report. Only the most egregious offense is counted. 

1 Homicide 

3 Robbery 


5 Burglary 

7 Motor Vehicle Theft 

2 Forcible Rape 

4 Aggravated Assault 

6 Theft 


8 Arson (exception to Hierarchy Rule - always counted)

Consists of Group A and Group B offenses 





Consists of Part 1 (Violent and Property) offenses and Part II offenses 

Only arrest data is reported for Group B offense 




Only arrest data is reported for Part II offenses 

Group A Assault includes Simple Assault 





Simple Assault is a Part II offense 

Reports all offenses within an incident 





Only the most egregious offense is reported 

Data is dynamic 






Data is static 


Reports incident specifics 






Reports only summary information 

Robbery is classified as a Crime Against Property 




Robbery is classified as a Crime against Property but is listed as a Part 1 Violent Crime 

Includes males in the definition of Rape 





Prior to 1 January 2013, males were not included in the definition of Rape (Tacoma has included males since 2004) 

Includes a Crime against Society category 





Does not have a Crime against Society category
